Waterspouts Uplifted on the Lake and Large Trees Felled on Shore, 


the Storm Resulting iniDamage Estimated at 


Thousands,of Dollars

A special messen- 


ger arrived here last night from Tal- 
lac, Lake Tahoe, with telegrams to the 
owners of the resort stating that a 
tornado struck the resort yesterday 
doing great damage. 


The storm started about 11 a. m. 


and increased in velocity till 2 p. m., 
at which time the greatest damage 
was done. 
Immense 
whirl 
winds 


came off M,otunt TTallac, taking and 
breaking1 everything in its path and 
uprooting trees five and six feet in dia- 
meter, breaking many off from the 
ground. 
One large tree five feet 
in 


diameter fell onto the new Casino, 
cutting the building in two, occasion- 
ing a loss of several thousand dollars 
Another tree demolished a new cot- 
tage, nothing being left but, kindling 
.vood. 
These whirl winds came from 


the southwest and went in a north- 
east direction and when they struck 
the water, foimed spouts from 50 to 
150 feet in diameter, taking the water 
fiom the lake up into the low hang- 


Ing1 clouds. 
The .spouts came at in- 


tervals of about three minutes, and 
•^vere still coming at 3:30 p. m., when 
the messenger left the lake for tele- 
graphic communication. 


Captain Joe Romin is in charge of 


the resoit during the winter and stated 
that in his 35) years' residence at 
Lake T'ahoe nothing comparing with 


storm had ever taken place. 


The- storm was still high at 3.30, 


'wlien' the messenger1 left, and there is 
no telling what damage has been oc- 
casioned since, as on the east side of 
the Sierras, at this point, the storm

during the storms wei e as black as 
ink. 


The stoim destroyed many of the 


very large trees sui rounding the re- 
soit and the messenger stated that it 
would take 20 men at least two months 
to clear up the debris.

ceives a Communication from 
Washington Tnat Should be 


Given the Widest Publicity 


The following letter was received by 


Attorney Charles 3J. Knox, and it would 
toe well for those contemplating tak- 
ing up lands on the new canal to read 
the same carefully: 


Your letter of 
October 
21 to the 


Honorable, the Secretary of the Inter- 
ior, has been referred to me for reply. 
"With it you tansmit a letter from C. 
L. Knox, of Reno, Nevada, asking for 
a list of the lands withdrawn from 
entry under the Reclamation Law of 
-June 17, 1902, and also asking whether 
these lands can be located upon by 
Intending settlers. 


Under the terms of the law, a copy 


of which is inclosed herewith, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior is authorized to 
withdraw lands pending survey and 
examination. These lands can be en- 
tered under the Homestead Act only, 
subject to certain restrictions as 
to 


payment of cost of water to be used 
in reclamation, size of entry, etc. 
It 


has been ruled under the wording of 
the law that homestead entrymen can 
make a filing upon 160 acres, but that 
later this amount can be cut down 
to 40 or more acres, according to the 
discretion of the secretary. 


In the case of Nevada, large areas 


of land have been withdrawn, surveys 
and examinations instituted, the gen- 
eral feasibility of the projects ascer- 
tained, and certain details worked out. 
It has not, however, been considered 
wise to delay construction until every 
detail has been thoroughly ascertained 
and hence what may be termed a pre- 
liminary or partical contract has been 
let for the feeder canal from the Truc- 
kee river to the Lower Carson reser- 
voir, work upon which is now pro- 
gressing. 


The surveys and examinations have 


not yet progressed to a point where it 
is possibe to ascertain the actual lands 
to be irrigated or the size of the home- 
steads. 
"When this is known the fact 


will be made public and entry will be 
invited. Pending the determination of 
these facts, homestead entrymen can 
make entries subject to the provisions 
of the laws and to the changes which 
the secretai-y may make at a later date. 
That is to say, a man may enter upon 
160 acres, but when the plans are final- 
ly made this may be reduced to 40 
acres. 
Before title can be secured, 


he must, of course, pay for the water 
and comply with other requirements 
yet to be stated. 


It is a matter of regret that it is 


impossible not to make all of 
the 


plans complete at the outset, but we 
are confronted with two alternatives, 
one of delaying work indefinitely, the 
other of beginning it in part and deter- 
mining details later on. 
It is impos- 


sible to prevent people making home- 
stead entries at their own risk, but 
if they wJsh to do so, we can only warn 
them that they are taking certain ilsks 
which may resxilt unfavorably to them. 
Whether these homestead 
entrymeii 


can ultimately obtain title or not can 
not be decided until further progress 
is made.

CITY ORDINANCE NO. 11 


An Ordinance Prescribing the Duties 


and Fixing the Compensation of 


the City Engineer of the City 


of Reno. 


The City Council of the City of Reno 


do ordain 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the 


City Engineer, in connection with'the 
Street Committee, at any time when 
required by the City Council, to survey 
and plat, and make as accurate an esti- 
mate as practicable of any improve- 
ment in the streets, alleys, and high- 
ways of the City of Reno contemplated 
by sairt City Council; and in making 
such survey said Engineer shall des- 
ignate, by suitable marks and stakes 
placed in the groiJnd, the situation and 
character of such improvement as sur- 
veyed and estimated by him, so that 
the same may be observed and exam- 
ined by any person desiring to con- 
tract for doing the same. 


Sec. 2. The City Engineer shall, as 


soon as practicable ascertain and des- 
ignate upon suitable plats thereof, to 
be by him prepared, the grade of each 
crossing in all the streets and alleys 
in said City within the City limits, 
and shall also designate the same by 
some suitable post, or mark fixed at 
each crossing, or upon some permanent 
monument near thereto, and shall re- 
port to the City Council for their con- 
sideration, and in case the City Council 
shall make any change in the grade so 
reported, the City Engineer shall des- 
ignate such change upon the monument 
so placed by him, or designated as 
aforesaid. 


Sec. 3. Whenever required by the 


City Council, the City Engineer shall 
survey and plat any street or highway 
contemplated to be open in said City, 
and shall return such plat to the City 
Council with such notes and explana- 
tions as shall present a clear descrip- 
tion of the route of such contemplated 
street and highway, with a designation 
thereon of the lands or lots through 
which the same will pass, and the pro- 
prietor or owner of each part or parcel 
thereof with the amount of land pro- 
posed to taken from each. Whenever 
required so to do he shall fix and de- 
termine according to the plat of said 
City, the corners of any block within 
the same where the grade of the street 
has been established, and shall fix a 
stake at each corner of each block. 


Sec. 4. It shall ,be the duty of the 


City Engineer to make and attest a du- 
plicate plat of the surveys, and subdi- 
visions of all property surveyed, and 
subdivided within the limits of the 
City of Reno, and file the same in the 
City Auditor's Office of said City, and 
all errors and discrepancies in original 
surveys, or re-surveys shall be noted 
and filed in like manner, as /soon as 
determined; and such duplicate plats 
are hereby declared to be official plats 
of said City. 


Provided, 
however, 
that 
nothing 


therein contianed shall be deemed an 
acceptance of the control, or responsi- 
bility of streets, alleys or side-walks 
not accepted or declared upon by the 
City Souncil. 


Sec. 5. It shall,, be the duty of the 


City Engineer to determine the corners 
or boundary lines of any and all blocka 
in said City. 


Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the 


City Engineer to locate the lines and 
grades of all streets and side-walks, 
alleys, avenues, or other public ways 
and to determine the position, size, or 
construction of all sewers and Y's and 
connections thereof, irrigation or drain 
canals, culverts, conduits, 
aqueducts, 


bridges, viaducts, or other public work 
or appurtenances for the City, and to 
prepare plans, maps, and profiles of 
the same, the originals or certified 
copies of which shall be filed in the' 
office of the City Auditor of said City, 
and to make estimates, and furnish 
specifications for any of said work 
whenever required to do so by the. 
Mayor or City1 Council; he shall have 
general supervision of all contracts, or 
other -work, and see that'It is perform- 
ed in a workmanlike manner and in ac- 
cordance with the authorized plans and 
In conformity with the plans of the con- 
tract and specifications; and shall have" 
authority and power to oversee and 
may reject or approve of all work that 
may be undertaken of any description 
upon they public streets, alleys, side-' 
walks, "and , high-ways of said City-by 
any person, firm, company or corpora- 
tion acting under any permit, or fran-' 


chise whatsoever; and shall have auth- 
ority and power to reject or approve 
any and all plans and specifications, 
which plans and specifications must be 
first submitted to the City Engineer 
for his inspection, rejection or approval 
before any firm, person, company or 
corporation shall commence any work 
thereunder upon any street, alley, side- 
walk or highway in said City. 
^ 


Sec. 7. The City Engineer shall have 


authority and'power, and it shall be his 
duty to inspect any and all plans and 
specifications of buildings hereafter to 
be erected within the limits of said 
City and may reject or approve the 
same; and the construction of no build- 
ing shall hereafter be commenced with- 
in said City by any person, firm, com- 
pany or corporation without the plans 
and specifications shall have been first 
submitted to the City Engineer of said 
City for his inspection who shall re- 
port to the City Council for final ac- 
tion. 


Sec. S. No person shall interrupt or 


molest said City Engineer while en- 
gaged in his official duty, by riding or 
driving any horse, or animal, or ve- 
hicle of any kind against the person, 
or surveying instruments, or other pro- 
fessional apparatus of said City En- 
gineer or his assistant, in the discharge 
of their duty, or by moving or displac- 
ing any stake or other landmark fixed 
or determined by him or his assistants, 
or by willfully causing or offering them 
or him any kind of corporal injury or 
dindrance. 


Sec. 9. The City Engineer shall at the 


end of each quarter, or oftener, if re- 
quired, report the actions and doings 
of his department to the Mayor and 
City Council. 


Sec. 50. The City Engineer shall keep 


a record of all street excavations, and 
of all laying of pipes therein. 


Sec. 11. Excavations for the laying 


of gas, water, and all other kinds of 
pipes, and for the underground laying N 
of all cables, wires or other appliances 
whatsoever '.n the streets and alleys 
of the City of Reno, shall be made only 
in the place or places designated by 
the City Engineer, and at the depth 
designated by him. 


Sec. 12. No person shall dig any hole, 


ditch, drain, or trench of any descrip- 
tion in any street, alley or side-walk 
for any purpose whatsoever in said 
City, without first obtaining written 
permission from the City Engineer so to 
do. 


Sec. 13. In the re-filling of any exca- 


vation made in any street, alley, or 
side-walk in said City, the different 
classes of material shall be returned 
to the place occupied before excavat- 
ing, respectively, and all materials shall 
be properly tamped, settled, and left 
in a condition approved by the City 
Engineer. 


Sec. 14. The compensation of the City 


Engineer of the City of Reno selected 
and appointed by the City Council of 
said City on the 2d day of October, 1903, 
is, and shall be the sum of Eighty-three 
and one-third dollars per month, pay- 
able monthly. 


Sec. 15 Any person violating any of 


the provisions of this ordinance, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be fined in 
any sum not less than five dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 


Sec. 16. The City Clerk of the City of 


Reno is hereby authorized and directed 
to have this City Ordinance No. 11, 
published in full in the Nevada State 
Journal a daily newspaper published, 
printed and in circulation in the said 
City of Reno for a period of one week.
